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Outrage at 
pumps over 
price hike 

Hurricane Ike's impact hits home

Halifax drivers are still 
fuming one day after gas 
prices skyrocketed 12 
cents a litre at stations 
throughout the city. 

“I think it’s pathetic,” 
said Eastern Passage’s Cyn¬ 
thia Connors, as she filled 
up her Nissan Frontier 
truck at the Esso station on 
Robie Street early Sunday 
afternoon. “It is price goug¬ 
ing.” 

Exactly at 12:01 a.m. on 
Saturday, the Nova Scotia 
government invoked its 
“interrupter clause” in re¬ 
sponse to Hurricane Ike 
and its affect on gasoline 
supplies in North America. 
The province, which uses a 
regulated system in setting 
prices, matched similar in¬ 
creases across the countiy 
from a day earlier and 
raised the price by over 12 
cents. 

In Halifax, the price for 
regular self-serve has 
jumped from just 
under $1.31 per 
litre to just more 
than $1.43. 

Normally, gas 
prices are set 
each Friday, but 
the “interrupter 
clause” can be 
used in case of 
extreme market 
conditions. 

In the wake of 
Hurricane Ike, 
which made 
landfall in Texas 
on Saturday, 
several major

oil refineries in the Gulf 
Coast of the United States 
shut down operations, 
causing gas prices to shoot 
up. 

“I absolutely think 
they’re tiying to make a 
quick buck,” Digby’s Bany 
Kendall said of the oil com¬ 
panies, as he put gas into 
his Chevrolet HHR. 
“There’s no way something 
that is just happening 
should affect our prices so 
quickly.” 

Connors spent $80 to fill¬ 
up her truck, which was 
about a quarter-full. Con¬ 
nors was heading to Port 
Hawkesbuiy where she at¬ 
tends school during the 
week. 

“I won’t be coming home 
every weekend now,” she 
proclaimed. “Every three 
weekends, maybe.” 

Initial reports are the re¬ 
fineries in the path of Ike 
received limited damage 
because of the storm, 
but it’s unclear when 
they will be back in 
working operation. 
It’s also unclear 
when, and if, prices 
will come down as a 
result. 

“I expect it will be 
[ nice and slow,” 
Kendall said. 

The price for regular 
self-serve jumped 
more than 12 cents 
in one day Friday.

Darks skies threatened 
rain yesterday afternoon, 
but held off long enough 
for the 28th annual Terry 
Fox Run to get underway 
in Hubbards. 

More than 60 people be¬ 
gan the 10 kilometre run 
at the Shore Club around 
1 p.m. Rhys Harnish, 
Shore Club owner and run 
organizer, said the event 
raised about $15,000. 

“I think everybody in 
Canada has been touched 
by Terry Fox in some 


way,” Harnish said. 

“Everybody old enough 
to witness what he did, 
who witnessed just his 
humble approach.” 

Runner Adam Harnish’s 
father died from cancer 
when he was just 10 years 
old. Now 28, he says he 
does the Terry Fox Run 
every year, running across 
the Confederation Bridge 
between P.E.I. and New 
Brunswick in years past. 

“The last few years 
we’ve done it,” said the 
sweaty and out-of-breath 
runner after his run. 

“My wife should be 
coming up right behind 


me actually.” 

Ruth Ann Vogt and Bet¬ 
ty Godfrey have taken 
part in 27 Terry Fox Runs. 
They say the number of 
people participating has 
dropped in the last few 
years. 

“More young people 
should be participating in 
it, not us old fogies,” God¬ 
frey said.

They can’t seem to lick 
the problem.”

The second draft of HRM by 
Design’s plan for the down¬ 
town core comes out today, 
kicking off six weeks of pub¬ 
lic input before the strategy 
goes before regional council. 

Project manager Andy Fill¬ 
more, says reaction to the 
first draft was mixed, with a 
small group saying buildings 
would be too big to preserve 
Halifax’s heritage, and an¬ 
other small group saying 
they wouldn’t be big 
enough. 

“We’ve heard from the 
majority of residents and 
city builders who are in the 
middle of those two polls,” 
Fillmore said. “(They say) the 
balance the plan strikes be¬ 
tween growth and heritage 
is exactly right.” 

Fillmore said most of the 
public feedback over the 
next few weeks will be in 
written submissions. There’s 
also a public hearing sched¬ 
uled for Sept. 24 at the Cu- 
nard Centre. 


Old strategy 

• “We've been working 
with a 30 -year-old munici¬ 
pal planning strategy," Fill¬ 
more said. "Without this 
plan I think we'll continue 
to see parking lots on the 
waterfront, vacant build¬ 
ings throughout the down¬ 
town, crumbling heritage, 
and unsuitable lack of den¬ 
sity in the downtown core." 


The general idea of the 
HRM by Design plan hasn’t 
changed since the first draft, 
Fillmore said. It still focuses 
on beautiful architecture, a 
dense population, and more 
sustainability in the down¬ 
town. 

Fillmore said most of the 
changes are in the technical 
details, like building sizes, 
land use bylaws and build¬ 
ing setbacks, devin stevens/

Harper defends appointed candidates

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said Friday 
parachuting four 
Conservative candidates 
into Nova Scotia ridings 
was “the right decision.” 

That’s despite the con¬ 
troversy over Rosamond 
Luke, the former Halifax 
Tory hopeful, who with¬ 
drew last week because 
she had been convicted of 
uttering threats. 

“I feel very comfortable 
comparing any of our can¬ 
didates to anyone running 
for any of the other par¬ 
ties,” Harper told reporters 
in Halifax. 

Had the Conservatives 
gone the traditional route 
and allowed local party as¬ 
sociations to hold nomina¬ 
tion meetings, Harper said, 
“the candidates would 
spend all their time cam¬ 
paigning for the nomina¬ 
tion and would miss half 
the riding campaign.” 

Conservatives have now 
appointed Ted Larsen to 
carry the party banner in 
Alexa McDonough’s for¬ 


mer riding. A former re¬ 
porter and later political 
worker, the 56-year-old 
now runs a rental-property 
business. 

Harper, who spoke to a 
crowd of over 500 at a Hali¬ 


fax Chamber of Commerce 
breakfast, announced Fri¬ 
day he’ll allow more for¬ 
eign investment in airlines 
and uranium mining if 
he’s re-elected. He also said 
Canada will reserve the 


right to block foreign 
takeovers if they jeopard¬ 
ize national security. 

Those recommendations 
come from the a report 
commissioned by Ottawa 
last year. That report also 


recommended allowing 
bank mergers and foreign 
ownership of some 
telecommunications com¬ 
panies, but Harper said the 
country isn’t ready for 
that. 



Oil worries 

• The federal Conservatives 
will try to turn Canadians' 
worries over gas prices to 
their advantage later in the 
campaign 

In Halifax Friday, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
said he believes oil compa¬ 
nies are gouging drivers. 

"It certainly appears that 
way to me," Harper told re¬ 
porters. 

He didn't, however, offer 
any hints about what his 
party will do about it, other 
than to say they'll do some¬ 
thing. 

“We will be making some 
announcements on this is¬ 
sue a little later in the cam¬ 
paign. We are prepared to 
take steps." 


Nova Scotia has banned 
uranium mining. Premier 
Rodney MacDonald told re¬ 
porters afterward he won’t 
change that ban despite 
Harper’s move.

Then the outdoor strays

“So it’s kittens having 
kittens and they don’t 
know what to do with 
them,” she said. 

“There was one outdoors 
at three weeks old last Oc¬ 
tober... And then you have 
others moving in and look¬ 
ing at you, they’re starv¬ 
ing, freezing.

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Backwards - the way to read an ad 

How you say something, especially on TV, can be even more important than what you say

O ne of the best 
ways to inter¬ 
pret advertising, 
election or oth¬ 
erwise, is to 
learn to read an ad back¬ 
wards — or sdrawlccab, for 
those who already possess 
the skill. 

To that end, let me teach 
you a little game Fve 
learned after 25 years in the 
marketing business. When 
you first see a campaign ad, 
go backwards in your mind 


and imagine yourself at the 
meeting where it was first 
conceived. Now imagine 
someone presenting the 
“brief”: A document outlin¬ 
ing the need for the ad and 
its specific objective. The 
content of an ad brief is usu¬ 
ally a jealously guarded se¬ 
cret, which makes the 
guessing game all the more 
fun. 

I’ll show you what I mean: 
Consider a Conservative ad 
running this past week, fea¬ 
turing a Stephen Harper 
monologue. He’s talking 
about... well... for our pur¬ 
pose it doesn’t matter be-

cause an essential part of so 
many TV ads is unspoken. 
Herein lies one of the poor- 
est-lcept secrets in my trade: 
How you say something, es¬ 
pecially in a TV ad, can be as 
important — even more im¬ 
portant — than what you 
say. 

The ad opens on the 
prime minister in a wing 
chair in a homey environ¬ 
ment. He’s wearing a light 
blue shirt and a dark 
sweater vest. The colour of 
his eyes evokes memories of 


Lake Louise in June. He’s 
leaning forward in a heart- 
to-heart manner; his tone is 
soft and friendly. An occa¬ 
sional downward glance 
suggests he’s searching his 
heart — if not the carpet fi¬ 
bres — for just the right 
words. Most importantly, we 
hear a touchy-feely piano 
track, the kind that screams, 
“Please, someone, hug me!” 

Now, work backwards 
with me to the meeting that 
first begat the Harper ad. I’ll 
bet the brief presented that 
day might have read some¬ 
thing like this: 

Required: 30-second TV

ad. Objective: Portray the 
PM as warm, human, emo¬ 
tional. Background: De¬ 
signed to soften the opposi¬ 
tion-inspired image of the 
PM as an iceman-ideologue, 
more interested in policy 
abstractions than in people 
and what affects them per¬ 
sonally. Ad should reveal 
warmth within PM’s often 


cool-looking exterior. 
Wardrobe note: Go with a 
dark sweater vest — it’s 
slimming. 

The trick to this game is 
remembering that every ad 
is about solving a problem. 
By seeing a campaign ad as a 
solution, you can usually 
work backwards, and de¬ 
duce the problem that in¬ 
spired it. If nothing else, it’s 
a nifty way to sneak a look 
inside a party’s campaign 
playboolc.

Stephen Harper takes his 
campaign into the key bat¬ 
tlegrounds of Ontario and 
Quebec this week, promis¬ 
ing to step up attacks on 
the NDP and the Green 
party. 

The prime minister kicks 
off Week 2 of the campaign 
in the nation’s capital this 
morning before heading to 


southwestern Ontario 
where he’s expected to 
make a series of “afford¬ 
able” announcements 
aimed at “improving the 
quality of life for working 
families,” a party strategist 
said yesterday. 

And expect Harper to 
sprinkle his daily speeches 
with criticisms of the Green 


party and the New Democ¬ 
rats, a Conservative strate¬ 
gist said. 

That’s a response to what 
he claims is a shift in popu¬ 
lar support away from the 
Liberals to these two other 
parties in the campaign’s 
early days. 

“They’re beginning to 
challenge the Liberals as 


our prime opponent in a 
number of key areas,” the 
strategist told reporters yes¬ 
terday. “Liberal support 
seems to be gravitating to 
the other two opposition 
parties.” 

And he singled out NDP 
Leader Jack Layton in partic¬ 
ular, saying the NDP — not 
the Liberals — have been 


serving as the official oppo¬ 
sition to the government. 

“While the Liberals were 
abstaining from votes and 
retreating in a number of is¬ 
sues, the NDP were stand¬ 
ing firm,” the strategist 
said. 

“I think it has served 
them well,” he said.

He also criticized a $5- 
million cut to the agency’s 
administrative budget, al¬ 
though the agency’s overall 
budget was increased by 
$10 million in the previous 
budget. 

Layton pledged to restore 
any funding for women’s 
groups cut by the Conser¬ 
vatives and to give them an 
additional $120 million 
each year.

Relief efforts begin after Ike 


Search teams picked their 
way through debris and 
inundated roadways in 
Texas yesterday, rescuing 
nearly 2,000 residents 
stranded after Hurricane 
Ike flooded coastal 
regions and cut power to 
millions of people. 

State and local officials 
asked the federal govern¬ 
ment to speed up relief ef¬ 
forts, while warning peo¬ 


ple not to return home un¬ 
til it was safe. About 2 mil¬ 
lion people were evacuated 
before the storm made 
landfall. 

To add to the misery, of¬ 
ficials warned of possible 
gasoline shortages even as 
the price of fuel was rising 
at the pump. 

Ike cut a swath of de¬ 
struction after slamming 
into the Texas coast early 


Saturday and moving in¬ 
land to Houston, the heart 
of the U.S. oil industry, 
forcing many refineries to 
shut down as a precaution. 

President George W. 
Bush, who will visit Texas 
Tuesday, said it was too 
early to determine the ex¬ 
tent of the damage to U.S. 
energy infrastructure. The 
storm also halted crude oil 
production in the Gulf of 


Mexico, representing a 
quarter of U.S. output. 

Authorities in Houston 
ordered a weeklong curfew 
because of flooding and 
downed power lines. Wide¬ 
spread outages could last 
for weeks. 

Damage assessments 
have barely begun but ear¬ 
ly estimates suggest the 
bill could rise to $18 bil¬ 
lion. REUTERS 



Obama campaign raises 
record $66M in August 


politics U.S. Democratic 
presidential candidate 
Barack Obama’s fundrais¬ 
ing machine rolls on with 
a record $66 million in Au¬ 
gust and hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of new donors added 
to the ranks, a campaign 
spokesman said yesterday. 

Obama was running 
even or slightly behind his 
Republican rival John Mc¬ 
Cain in opinion polls but 
led him in the fundraising 
race through the summer. 

Obama has decided not 
to take public funds for the 
final two months leading 
up to the Nov. 4 election so 


will need to spend some of 
that time raising cash. Mc¬ 
Cain is taking public fi¬ 
nancing so will receive $84 
million from a govern¬ 
ment presidential election 
fund. 

Obama spokesman Bill 
Burton said the August fig¬ 
ure was helped by 500,000 
new donors. 

The tally for the latest 
month exceeded the $55 
million for February, 
which marked a record for 
the Illinois senator and an 
all-time high for any presi¬ 
dential candidate during a 
primaiy. reuters 


Russian plane crash kills 88 


deaths Engine failure 
caused an Aeroflot Boeing 
737-500 plane to crash in 
Russia yesterday, killing all 
88 people on board, offi¬ 
cials said, dismissing fears 
of a possible terrorist at¬ 
tack. 

The dead included 21 
foreign nationals flying on

Oil prices drop 
to six-month low 


U.S. oil prices dropped 
more than $2 to a six- 
month low below $99 a 
barrel yesterday as dealers 
bet on a swift recovery of 
the nation’s energy 
production after Hurricane 
Ike and the U.S. 
government loaned emer¬ 
gency oil to two refiners. 

The losses add to a down¬ 
wards trend in oil prices 
since July’s peak of over 
$147 a barrel amid mount¬ 
ing evidence that high en¬ 
ergy costs and a weaken¬ 
ing economy are cutting 
into fuel consumption. 

Oil prices were down 
$2.01 at $99.17 a barrel 
yesterday after falling as 
low as $98.55 -- the lowest 
since Feb. 26. 


Even as oil prices fell, 
gas prices at U.S. pumps 
shot up more than six 
cents to nearly $3.80 a gal¬ 
lon, adding to a five-cent 
increase yesterday as retail 
supply concerns mounted 
in Ike’s wake. reuters 


Refineries spared 

Twelve of the 15 Texas oil 
refineries shuttered ahead 
of Hurricane Ike showed no 
visible signs of flooding or 
damage in the storm's 
wake, a Reuters eyewitness 
said yesterday, meaning fu¬ 
el production could resume 
more quickly than initially 
thought.

ith all the 
elections 
coming this 
fall and 
winter, 
global warming is bound to 
spike up with the in¬ 
creased hot air. South of 
the border, they’re electing 
a president, and here in 
Canada we’re heading into 


a federal election. 

It would be great if the 
environment didn’t have 
to be an election issue. If 
all political parties recog¬ 
nized it’s an issue so criti¬ 
cal that it should transcend 
partisan politics, then we 
could vote for our party of 
choice based on its fiscal 
and social policies. The 
goal should be to convince 
all political parties to make 
the environment the top 
priority rather than to vote 
for the party with the best 
environmental record and 
policies. But the environ¬ 
ment is an election issue, 
and as our situation stands, 
it should be the top elec¬ 
tion issue, especially in our 
upcoming federal election. 


After all, if we keep drag¬ 
ging our heels on environ¬ 
mental protection, our eco¬ 
nomic and social systems 
will, at best, face increas¬ 
ing stress from the costs of 
dealing with environmen¬ 
tal health effects and di¬ 
minishing resources, and, 
at worst, be moot points. 

But it’s difficult for vot¬ 
ers to cut through all the 
rhetoric. 

I can’t tell you which 
party to vote for; I’m not 
even sure which one I’ll 
vote for! But I can say that 


it’s vitally important for all 
Canadians to put the envi¬ 
ronment at the top of the 
agenda in this election. 
That means becoming in¬ 
formed about the issues 
and the various party posi¬ 
tions on those issues and 
asking the candidates 
some direct questions. 

I can tell you what I be¬ 
lieve are some of the most 
important issues. Global 
warming is at the top of 
the list. Years of inaction by 
various governments mean 
that urgent measures are 


needed — but it’s not a 
choice between environ¬ 
ment and economy. On the 
contraiy, other countries 
have shown that actions 
such as shifting from re¬ 
liance on fossil fuels and 
other non-renewable ener¬ 
gy to renewable sources 
creates numerous jobs and 
economic opportunities, as 
well as reducing carbon 
emissions that contribute 
to global warming. I also 
believe that putting a price 
on carbon emissions, 
through measures such as 
carbon taxes and cap-and- 
trade systems, is essential 
and has been shown to be 
effective in other coun¬ 
tries. 

If we want democracy to 


work, we can’t just leave it 
all up to the politicians. 
Governments are there to 
serve us, so it’s up to us to 
let them know what is im¬ 
portant to us and what we 
believe they must do to en¬ 
sure that we continue to 
enjoy the quality of life 
that so many have worked 
to build in this country. So, 
get out and vote, but before 
you do, don’t just listen to 
the candidates — talk to 
them as well.

Acting on the swing

f you go out to see a big, 
touring musical this 
year — say, the Monty 
Python-inspired Spa- 
malot — keep in mind 
that every actor mentioned 
in your program might not 
be onstage that night. Ac¬ 
tors get sick, they pull mus¬ 
cles in dance numbers and 
they sometimes need a va¬ 
cation from a nonstop tour. 

Lead actors get covered 
by their understudies. But 
what about smaller roles? 
Those jobs get taken care of 
by swing actors. These mas¬ 
ters of multitasking have to 
know multiple parts and 
perform them as perfectly 
as the regular actor. 

That’s what 25-year-old

Graham Bowen is doing for 
Spamalot, which he joined 
in April 2007. Bowen knows 
all the lines, singing lines 
and dance steps for six en¬ 
semble roles in the show. 
These parts are multiple 
roles in themselves: the 
actors switch through¬ 
out the show to play 
as many as five 
characters, like 
knights, monks 
and nuns. 

Bowen began 
acting at age 
nine and moved 
from Columbus, 

Ohio, to New 
York City at age 
11. He went to a 
performing arts 
high school there 
and got a break do¬ 
ing Big: The Musical 
in 1996 and has 
worked steadily ever 
since. “I consider myself 
a triple threat: equal parts 
dancer, singer and actor.” 

He was first asked to be a 
swing for the 2003 Broad¬ 
way revival of Gypsy. “I’d 
never done a swing job be¬ 
fore, it took a lot of trial and 
error.” He auditioned specif¬ 
ically to be a swing for Spa¬ 
malot, knowing it would be 
a challenging job that 
would never get dull. 

He got the job, as well as 
the assignment of dance 
caption for the show. (For 
this job, he’s responsible for 
making sure everyone in 
the show sticks to the cho¬ 
reography.) At the start of 
the three-weelc rehearsal 
process, Bowen mainly took 
notes. “It’s the swing’s job

of those guys and follow 
every thing that they do.” 
He joined in when the en¬ 
semble sang together, and 
did dance moves off in the 
wings. He also worked out¬ 
side of rehearsal time to 
hone his lines and singing 
parts. 

During the show’s run, 
Bowen and the three other 
swings show up at the same 
time as the other actors, 
even if they’re not expected 
to go on — someone could 
become unwell at the last 
minute or get injured dur¬ 
ing the show. Bowen can go 


sev¬ 
eral 
nights 

without act¬ 
ing onstage, 
but he can also 
play four differ¬ 
ent roles per week. “We 
swings are never sitting on 
the sidelines for long.” 

That’s because most of 
the ensemble actors act as 
understudies for the lead 
roles. One night on the tour, 
a lead actor was out, an en¬ 
semble player was on holi¬ 
day and another took ill. 
With just two male swing 
actors, the cast had a major 
problem. One of the female 
swings took one of the roles 
— the one that didn’t in¬ 
volve lifting anyone during 
dance numbers — and the 
show went on.

McLeod eventually hopes to 
have a student representing 
the company on each cam¬ 
pus in Atlantic Canada. 

She’s also negotiating with 
potential employers like 
Canadian Tire, Pepsi and 
Proctor & Gamble. 

Flip will give students in¬ 
formation about careers at 
hundreds of different com¬ 
panies. If they like what 
they see, students will be 
able to click a link and go to 
that company’s own career 
site for more information 
and job postings. 


There will be links to 
each school’s career site, in¬ 
formation on career fairs 
and upcoming events, and a 
monthly newsletter com¬ 
plete with stories from the 
labour market. The “Fliplet- 
ter” will have profiles of re¬ 
cent grads, YouTube videos 
and more. 

“This is something (that) 
from what I can tell, does 
not exist,” McLeod said. 

Recruiters currently hold 
information sessions at 
each campus. Competition 
for students at these ses- 
sions is fierce, 
and can be a 
huge expense 
to the compa¬ 
ny, McLeod 
said. She 
hopes Flip 
will be able to 


compliment those events. 

A worker with Dalhousie 
University’s Career Services 
for almost eight years, 
McLeod got the idea for Flip 
when 150 companies visit¬ 
ed the campus in two 
months. With so many stu¬ 
dents busy with school, so¬ 
cial lives and part-time jobs, 
she thought there had to be 
a way to cut through the 
confusion and help compa¬ 
nies and students find each 
other. 

As for age, McLeod 
doesn’t want to put limits 
on the site. 

“It’s never too early to 
start focusing on your ca¬ 
reer,” McLeod said. “In fact, 
I would love high school 
students to sign up, just so 
they can start getting those 
newsletters and finding out 
what’s going on.”

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Fall shows stumble

FALLING FAST: The fall TV 
season has stumbled out of 
the gate with a lot of not 
particularly good news 
about shows that were sup¬ 
posed to take over our lives 
like food poisoning after a 
frat house cookout. 

Weeks of relentless pub¬ 
licity carried out in spite of 
a lock-out that prevented 
critics from previewing the 
debut episode didn’t end 
up doing the 90210 revival 
any favours, as the CW 
show lost almost 30 per 
cent of its viewers by its 
second week on the air, 
hinting that a lot of new 
shows are likely to lose 
traction from viewers 
more curious than com¬ 
mitted. 

Poor omen No. 2 is the 
disappointing turnout for 
J. J. Abrams’ Fringe, which 
only attracted 9.1 million 
viewers for its premiere on 
Fox. “Only” 9.1 million is, 


of course, a number that 
has to be put through the 
executive TV business 
translator — shows survive 
on cable for years with a 
fraction of those numbers, 
after all — and the indis¬ 
pensable Lisa de Moraes of 
the Washington Post broke 
down the Fringe numbers 
in a column last week. 

Fox turned that frown 
upside down by calling it 
the most watched network 
drama premiere in two 
years, but de Moraes noted 
the qualifier — that this 
was only true "excluding 
premieres following sports 
and American Idol." 

Using Fox’s fine-tuned 
logic, that would make 
Fringe’s debut the biggest 
single TV program audi¬ 
ence ever in a month start¬ 
ing with an S, in a week 
with a hurricane alert, on a 
night where the governor 
of Alaska is getting more 
news coverage than said 
hurricane, and in the 
house where the show’s 
set decorator lives. 

By comparison, de 
Moraes points out, Fringe’s 
first night did worse than 
the 2006 debut of Standoff, 
the hostage-negotiators-in- 
love police drama. 


Fringe might top 10 mil¬ 
lion viewers with its sec¬ 
ond episode this week, but 
it would only manage this 
prodigious feat after lulce- 
warm-to-hostile reviews 
and by flaunting the “go 
ahead, impress me” impa¬ 
tience of viewers. 

Fox might have more 
bad news coming with 
word that Joss Whedon 
has shut down production 
on his new series Doll¬ 
house for two weeks. 

A TV Week story report¬ 
ed that Fox was concerned 
with how unsympathetic 
the character played by the 
show’s lead, Eliza Dushlcu, 
was coming off in already- 
complete episodes. 

Whedon has already 
shifted the show’s pilot to 
episode 2 and rewrote the 
premiere; these failures of 
nerve are being excused as 
business as usual, but to 
viewers whose patience is 
diminishing as their view¬ 
ing options are increasing, 
this might mean the fall 
season is setting itself up 
for a big, sloppy wet face- 
plant.
